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2006 NHSN Certificates of
Participation

It's that time of year when we will look at the data and
see who’'s been “naughty” and who’s been “nice”! We’'ll
send out certificates of participation accordingly. As we
prepare our list, we're looking at some of the conditions
of participation that everyone agreed to before joining
NHSN:

e Successfully complete one or more modules of the
component selected.

e Submit a reporting plan each month to inform CDC
which, if any, of the patient safety modules will be
used for that month. Data for at least one module
must be submitted for a minimum of 6 months of the
calendar year to maintain active status.

e Pass quality control acceptance checks that assess the
data for completeness and accuracy.

We’'ve identified a few NHSN facilities that have not
fulfilled these requirements and have contacted them to
see how we can help them get back in compliance.

2006 Data Submission: Time
to Wrap It Up

It’s also time to aggregate the 2006 data in preparation
for writing the 2006 NHSN Report. If you have not
completed data submission for 2006, please make every
effort to get it done by January 31%'. Everyone is anxious
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to see the new data from NHSN, so please wrap up those
last minute submissions!

NHSN Protocol Clarifications
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e If CAUTI is in your Monthly Reporting Plan, you
are required to report CAUTIs using both the SUTI
and ASB criteria. If you want to include only SUTI
in your analysis, you can modify your selection
criteria to indicate that the specific event site
equals only SUTI (e.g., spcsite = suti).

e |If CLABSI is included in your Monthly Reporting
Plan, you are required to report CLABSIs using
both LCBI and CSEP criteria for patients who
are < 12 months of age. For children and adult
patients, only LCBI criteria are allowed.

ICD-9-CM Code Removed from
NHSN CARD Category

ICD-9-CM code 37.34 has been incorrectly listed in our
protocol as a CARD. Since it is done using an
endovascular approach, it does not meet the definition of
an NHSN Operative Procedure. Please note that this
procedure has been changed to NO (Non-operative
procedure). We’'ll get the documents on the website
edited to reflect this change soon.
